President Decides on Successor to Harlan as 
Associate Justice After Considering Hook 
and Nagel—Executive’s Sixth Su- 
preme Bench Appointment.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Mahlon Pitney, Chancellor of New 
Jersey, today was nominated for Associate Justice of the Suprems 


Court by President Taft, 


in succession of Justice Harlan. 


The 


name went to the Senate for confirmation. 


Soon after the 


appointment was announced, Senators Cum- 
mins and Kenyon received telegrams from A. lL. Urick, president. 


of the Iowa Federation of Labor, protesting against the appoint- 


ment. 

In a statement, 
the appointment of Pitney would be 
inimical to the interests of the entire 
working class in the United States. He 
cited several recent judicial opinions as 


evidence of this statement, referring 


particularly to the case of Frank and 
Herold as indicating that 


Chancellor Pitney irrevocably 
pledged to property as against 
human rights. 

“Disastrous Appointment.” 

“The opponents of organization among | 
employes and those who advocate prop- 
erty rights to the exclusion of all oth- 
ers, should be much pleased to have a 
Judge on the supreme bench with a 
judicial mind so well developed in their 
interests,’ said Urick, “but to the in- 
dividual who believes personal rights 
should be respected, President Taft's ap- 
pointment of Mr. Pitney will be most 
disastrous at this time.” 

The statement that Chancellor Pitney 
would be named as the successor of the 
late Justice John M. Harlan was made 
at the White House today subsequent 
to a call by John W. Griggs, former 
Attorney-General of the United States, 
and a delegation of New Jersey law- 
yers, all of whom spoke of Judge Pit- 
ney in the highest terme. 

The fact that Taft probably would 
select Chancellor Pitney for the Su- 
preme Court vacancy did not become 
known until last night, and then it was 
discussed only among some of the Pres- 
ident’s closest friends. Unusual.efforts 
were made to guard the secret, and tne 
President had planned to send the nom- 
ination in today as a complete surprise. 
Taft does not expect any opposition to 
the nomination in the Senate. 

Kirst Looked to Weat. 

In casting about for a successor to 
Justice Harlan, Taft first looked beyond 
the Misstssipp! River. At one time it 
seemed certain that he would name 
Judge William C. Hook of the United 
States Circuit Court; and again that 
Secretary Charles Nagel of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor would be 
chosen. 

There was a protest against Judge 
Hiook because of his decisions in two 
Oklahoma cases, one involving the two- 
cent fare law and the other the “Jim 
Crow’ car law. The latter case, in 
which Judge Hook decided in favor of 
the railroads, and against the conten- 
tion of the negroes, is sald to have been 
the final cause of the President's turn- 
ing from the Kansas .jurist. Labor or- 
ganizations protested against Secretary 
Nagel on the ground that he had been 
too lenient in the enforcement of the 
immigration laws. 

St. Loulsans Were Considered. 

Frederick N. Judson and “Frederick 
Lehmann of St. Louis also were con- 
sidered. Lehmann is Solicitor-General. 

When Chancellor Pitney is confirmed 
by the Senate and has taken his place 
on the Supreme Court, President Taft 
will have had the extraordinary experi- 
ence of having constituted a majority 
of the highest tribunal, a bench on 
which it had been his most exalted am- 
bition to serve as Chief Justice. 

In addition to naming five new Jjus- 
tices, on a court of nine, President Taft 
also had the distinction of elevating 
Associate Justice Edward D. White to 
the chief justiceship, making in all siz 
Supreme Court appointments during the 
three years he has been in the White 
House. 

The five associate justices named by 
Taft were Lurton, Hughes, Van Devan- 
ter, Lamar and Pitney.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The Colom- 
hian Minister, Gen. Pedro Nel Ospina, 
who informed the State Department that 
he considers Secretary Knox's visit to 
his country inopportune, is thought to 
have deliberately insulted the United 
States Government. 

He gives two reasons for his warning: 
That the United States has placed Co- 
lombla without the pale of civilized na- 
tions by refusing to extend to her, in 
connection with the Panama _ contro- 
yersy, the proposal of general arbitra- 
tion, in which all other nations of the 
earth have been invited to join, and that 
his last demand for arbitration, present- 
ed to the State Department on Nov. 25, 
has been left unanswered. 

It is also understood in diplomatic cir- 
cles that one of the reasons fdr the po- 
sition taken by the Colombian minister 
and for his reference to the wounding 
of his country’s feelings is that in the 
first paragraph of the circular note to 
which he has replied, a taunting refer- 
ence was made by Huntingdon Wilson 
to Secretary Knox's intention of visiting 
Panama. 

Others Expect to Follow. 

It is declared that the representatives 
of Mexico, Nicaragua and Honduras are 
contemplating, for other and various 
reasons, following Gen. Ospina’s exam- 
ple and developments are being watched 
with intense interest by Latin-American 
diplomats in Washington. 

Inasmuch as the letter, admittedly, is 
the personal expression of Minister 
Ospina without having communicated 
with his Government, it was intimated 
this morning that it was received at the 
State Department in the.nature of a 
personal insult to his Government. 

No action has been taken and no of- 
ficial will comment on it; the State De- 
partment is disposed to wait until Senor 
Ospina receives the instructions he has 
asked for. 

A more profound sensation is looked 
for, as it is believed a termination of 
diplomatic relations between this coun- 
try and Colombia is in prospect.

I come in contact with people in 
every state in the Union, because 
our business embraces the trade from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific and from 
the Gulf of Mexico to Canada; and I 
find that there igs a very strong de- 
sire—in fact, an unsatisfied demand 
—that we should get away from the 
idea that nobody but a lawyer can 
be President of the United States.

Business Hungry for Recognition. 
‘It igs the business interests of the 
country that are ‘hungry’ for recog- 
nition. The administration of the 
government is largely a_ business 
proposition—in fact, it is chiefly that 
—and, therefore, it should have at 
the head of it a man of great busi- 
ness experience as well as sound 
judgment. At the present time the 
masses of the people have no more 
to say about who shall be the 
President than if they lived in a 
foreign land; that is decided by a 
committee, and that committee has 
by common consent made up its mind 
that nobody but a lawyer can be 
President of the United States. 

“We have, therefore, befcre us at the 
present time, as candidates for nomina- 
tion, Lawyer Taft, Lawyer La Follette, 
Lawyer Hughes, Lawyer’ Beveridge.

“Tf the Republicans nominate a law- 
yer and the Democrats a business man— 
and by saying ‘business man’ I don’t 
necessarily mean a merchant; he may 
be a manufacturers or @ banker or en- 
gaged in some other kind of mercantile 
endeavor, but must be @ mdn with a 
trained commercial mind and experience, 
a man who realizes that ‘trusts’ and 
monopolies are distinctly against the 
best interests of the country at large 
and everyone in it, that our laws must 
be so framed as to prevent the illegal 
trades and still clearly encourage other 
proper forms of business enterprise con- 
sistent with economic development of 
the world and modern conditions—there 
is not the slightest doubt in my mind 
but that he would be elected by a won- 
derfully large majority. 

“Of course we want a successful 
business man, but we don’t want a 
man connected with Wall street. We 
want a man who really has no po- 
litical aspirations, who will not ‘play

Minister Pedro del Ospina of Colombia sud- 
denly leaps to a foremost place among Latin- 
American diplomats. The restrictions of the sub- 
tile game seldom give a chance for a move on 
the diplomatic checker-board as deft and adroit 
and as confusing to an opponent as the one he 
has just made. Its simplicity and neatness must 
inspire admiration and amusement. 

That the Secretary of State of the great west- 
ern power was about to undertake a pilgrimage 
of amity, during which it would graciously please 
him to partake of Colombian hospitality, was the 
official notice sent Senor Ospina’s legation. As 
a personal hint prompted by a kindly desire to 
gave the Secretary embarrassment, the represen- 
tative of the obscure South American country, 
which has had scant consideration at Washington 
for eight years, ventures gently to suggest that 
the visit may be inopportune just at present and 
that for specified reasons Colombia is not in an 
especially hospitable mood at the moment. 

He recalls the amazing discourtesy of a long un- 
acknowledged note sent the Secretary on Nov. 
25 and adds a reminder as to injury to his coun- 
trymen’s sensibilities resulting from a withholdal 
of arbitration at a time when arbitration with 
all the rest of the world has become the leading 
Washington policy. He says: 

Even the former president, Mr. Roosevelt, 
has always emphatically maintained the pro- 
priety and desirability of submitting to an 
impartial tribunal of arbitration the decision 
in international controversies involving such 


questions, 

The small word “even” may transgress diplo- 
matic tradition, but it is most expressive. The 
“incident” Senor Ospina creates must subject to 
popular re-examination the circumstances under 
which Mr. Roosevelt seized the Canal Strip. It 
must focus a much more pointed attention than 
it has been given to date on the inquiry into 
those circumstances now proceeding ander the 
auspices of a House committee. If the adminis- 
tration resents the “incident” it will be condon- 
ing and defending the acts of a predecessor now 
in active rivalry with it in the pending political 
campaign. 

The situation Senor Ospina has brought about 
is limitless in embarrassments. If the adminis- 
tration insists on his recall, it will make things 
all the worse. 
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Speaker Clark issues a curious pronunciamento 
on the Money Trust. If it should be established 
that there is one, it would be vindication for 
Woodrow Wilson, wouldn’t it? 
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THE DIRTY LOAF MUST GO. 
Bread is usually handled in city deliveries ex- 


actly as other package freight is handled. Under 
the circumstances, it is as clean as could be ex- 
pected, but only the inside of the package, or loaf, 
is clean enough for food. 

With the loaves considered as package freight 
and the outsf@e of the loaf as the, wrapper, the 
wrapper is about as badly soiled on the average 
as the wrappers. of other goods are in delivery. 
This may be enough to justify the Health Com- 
missioner in saying that “bread is one of the dirti- 
est articles of. food now purchased.” It may 
easily become so, as far as the crust is concerned. 
People who are expected to eat the crust, after 
it has been handled repeatedly, with the crust 
serving the purpose of a package cover, cannot 
be presumed to care for clean*‘food. 

The Health Commissioner has these manifest 
facts, supporting his bill requiring the delivery 
of bread in dust-proof wrappers. Certain bakers 
threaten to cut down the size of their loaves if 
required to wrap them for delivery. If they 
were rash enough to make an issue, claiming 
among all retailers the sole privilege of deliver- 
ing their goods unwrapped, subject to all the 
damage of delivery, they could easily be con- 
vinced that it is better and also more profitable 
to be rational. 

As a wrapper for package freight, bread crust is 
out of date. The dirty loaf must go. 
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The Iowa Legislature proposes to relieve a 
man of taxation on $200 for every child in his 
family. But we do not imagine that such a law 
will make it any easier for the man with ten 
children to find a landlord. 
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A LESSON IN ART. 

In the United States we admire classical elo- 
quence almost as much as they did in Athens, 
where they studied its nice points so closely that 
they hissed the rivals of Demosthenes for false 
accents and applauded him for the art with which 
he timed and tuned every syllable in his perora- 
tions. 

To understand what classical art in a modern 
peroration means, read this aloud and slowly, two 
or three times, with the grave inflection in control 
of the thesis: 

No right-minded man begrudges to superior 
intelligence the fruits of honest ingenuity and 
industry; but no patriot would be willing to 
see Americans beqome mere servants of great 
corporate organizations. Only free men—not 
industrial slaves—can maintain free institu- 
tions. “The problem before the business men 
of ‘today is, in Lecky’s language, to infuse 
into and retain in American political life a 
spirit of continued and of sober and moderate 
freedom. 

This is art. Anyone who intones it properly will 
feel that the orator delivering eloquence thus 
modulated understands classical art. As an ex- 
tract from the St. Louis oration of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wickersham, this is enough of itself to show 
that we have-a talker in Washington whose elo- 
quence conforms to exacting standards of art. 
Beyond this, we may note that when Demosthe- 
nes himself was talking most, he was making a 
record only as an artist. Eloquence, all the arts 
of harmony in time and tune, goes for nothing 
with the “regulation” of lawbreakers substituted 
for the enforcement of law. 

Art is art, now and always, but the Demosthenes 
who talks most harmoniously on law may leave 
no other results in his record than those of a great 
artist.

Adams

BIGAIL ADAMS, wife of John 
Adams, second President of the 
United States, was born Nov. 22, 
1744, and married John Adams in 

October, 1767. In intellect, scholarship, 
heroism, and in the use of her pen, she 
was the equa] df her distinguished hus- 
hand. John Adams said to his wife: 

“T have accepted a seat in the House 
of Representatives, and thereby have 
consented to my own ruin, to your ruin 
and the ruin of our children.”’ 

With tears rolling down her cheeks she 
replied: 

“Well, I am willing in this cause to 
run all risks with you and be ruined 
with you, if you are ruined.” 

There was no money in the public 
service during those days—no “coming 
in on the ground floor,’’ and no “rake- 
off.”” But so well did Abigail Adams 
manage the home and the farm that 
when John Adems finished his second 
term as President he and his Abigail 
had a comfortable estate to which to 
retire. 

But Abigail was a nation-maker also. 
Seven months before Liberty Bell rang 
out Independence, in a letter to her 
husband then in Congress, she issued 


her declaration of independence. After 
chuch one Sunday she wrote to her hus- 
band, after referring to the new aggres- 
sions of the British on American rights: 

“TI could not join today in the petitions 
of our worthy pastor for a reconcilia- 
tion between our no-longer parent State, 
but tyrant State, and these colonies. 
Let us separate. They are unworthy to 
be our brethren, Let us renounce 
them. And instead of supplications as 
formerly, for their prosperity and happi- 
ness, let us beseach Almighty God to 
blast their counséls and bring to naught 
all their devices.’ 

The women of her day rallied around 
her, pledged themselves not to buy nor 
drink tea which was arbitrarily taxed 
without representation; and thus the 
women created and put back of the 
American Revolution an effective public 
sentiment. 

Mrs. Adams’ letter to her son, John 
Quincy Adams, were characteristic and 
much admired. Her letters, contained In 
“Familiar Letters of John Adams and 
His Wife, Abigail] Adams,’’ show keen 
political sagacity, and threw valuable 
light upon men and the public affairs of 
the time.
